1. Document Dl discloses (the references between 

parentheses refer to that document) : 

a self-inking stamp with downward inking 
comprising a housing (1), in which a stamping unit 
(24) which is provided with stamp characters (22) 
and is coupled to an actuating part (5) is 
arranged so as to be able to move, and also 
comprising a drawer (16a, 16b, 14a, 14b) with at 
least one insertion opening (18) for inserting an 
ink pad container (12) , the underside of the 
drawer facing the stamping unit having an opening 
(see fig. 5) for inking the stamp characters when 
in an upwards, turned position by applying them to 
the ink pad (10) in the container, 
guiding and centring springs (14a, 14b) for the

ink pad container being provided on two opposite 
sides of the draw in the direction of insertion. 

The present application does not meet the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(1) because the 
subject matter of claim 1 lacks novelty (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

2. The same reasoning applies to independent claim 

16 . The subject matter of claim 16 therefore does 
not involve an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). 

3 Dependent claims 2-6, 17 and 18 do not contain any 

features which, in combination with the features 
of any claim to which they refer, meet the PCT 
requirements for novelty and inventive step; see 
documents Dl and D5 (in particular figure 2) and 
the relevant passages of text cited in the search 
report . 

4. Claim 7 is dependent on claim 1 and appears to 
meet the PCT requirements for novelty and 
inventive step. It is therefore proposed that a 
new claim 1 be drafted consisting of the features 
of claims 1 and 7. 

5. Claim 19 is dependent on claim 16 and appears to 
meet the PCT requirements for novelty and 
inventive step. It is therefore proposed that a 
new claim be drafted consisting of the features of 
claims 16 and 19. 
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
